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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 03/15/2010 has been entered. 

Application and Claims Status 

2. Applicant's amendment(s) and response filed 03/15/2010 are acknowledged and entered. 

3. Claims 1-37 were pending. Applicants have amended claims 1,7, 11, and 23-25; 
cancelled claims 32-37. No claims were added. Therefore, claims 1-31 are currently pending. 
Claims 2-5, 8, 9, 12, 13, and 15-22 are drawn to non-elected species and/or inventions, wherein 
the election was made with traverse in the reply filed on 05/16/2007, and thus these claims 
remain withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), there being no 
allowable generic claim. Accordingly, claims 1, 6, 7, 10, 11, 14, and 23-31 are under 
consideration in this Office Action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) that was filed on 02/02/2010 has been 
reviewed, and the references that have been considered are initialed as recorded in PTO-1449 
forms. 
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Status of Claim (s) Objection(s) and /or Rejections) 

5 . All previous claims objection(s) and/or rejection(s) have been withdrawn in view 
applicant's amendments of claims 1, 7, 11, and 23-25 thereto. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 6, 7, 10, 11, 14, 23-31 are allowable. 

Conclusion 

7. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

a. The cancellation of claims 2-5, 8, 9, 12, 13, and 15-22 that are directed to an 
invention non-elected with traverse in the reply filed on 05/16/2007. Moreover, the 
examiner has tried to contact the attorney of record (Eric J. Robinson) for the 
authorization in cancelling of these claims, which was unsuccessful. See Interview 
Summary. 

b. The amendment of claims 6, 10, and 14 to depend on claims 1, 7, and 11, 
respectively, for they are objected to as an improper dependent claims since they depend 
on non-elected claims 2-5, 8, 9, 12, and 13 that result in a broken pendency chain. 
Moreover, the examiner has tried to contact the attorney of record (Eric J. Robinson) 
regarding this objection, which was unsuccessful. See Interview Summary.
